Acadomy ol Medicine, at ita last raeet-

uy of eye dieeaeep among children, Dr. 
Beebe eaid: 


"Our present syetem ot eduoationiB, 


without aoubt, the bource Irom which 
BpriDRa the greatur portion ot tha eye 
unlictious, whioh aro so [rightfully com- 
mon amoujr school children at tbe pres- 
ent time. In an eastern school of; 1,000 
echolare, 703 were fomnd with impaired 
vision. 
Illiterate, poor and neglected 


children, almost invariably escape with 


eyes, while those ot the bettor

co'lu'ru"djpicture boolss, blockB and toys, 
as Boon us they are able to crawl about 
the floor—and by which means their 
vision u attraoted to near objects—have

conditions. Ae soon as these children 
are old enough to luavo the nurse's arms, 
they are sent to the kindergarten, where 
their eyes are used in copying diagram3, 
in the btringmf; ot beads, on perforated 
card work, and a dozen other similar 
amusements, all o£ which but pave the 
way for au endless amount el trouble 
in attfir life. 


'Nature has furnished the young with 


muscles soft, aud bonca so yielding, thut 
they can be m<. Ided almost at will and a 
force constantly applied may not only 
change physical proportions, but fuuc- 
UOLB as well. Ths normal human eye 
is so constituted that to look at any object 
nearer than from twelve to fifteen feet,

B/asti^matidiu or irregular refrac- 


tion, aud muscular 
insufficiency. To 


send a child to school, with one or more 
ot these defects ot vision, and subject 


to the same course of btudy as those 


laviug perfect eyes, is wrong; for it fhe 
child be ambitious and unaware of the 
results, he will permanently injure his 
eyes, by using them alter they nave be- 
came excessively wearied, congestion and 
uflamatiOL ot the deeper strictures being 
almost certain to 
follow. 
Bat such 


children, handicapped as they are, arc ex- 
jected to compete with tteir more fortu- 
late companions, and as thorough work 
s required ot then as those having ca; 
)adty for an unlimited amount of study. 
Che result is, that scores ot children in 
his and every other city of our country 
are Buffering; 
from incurable diseases 


of tbe eyes. 
Statistics show that errors 


ot the refraction aro tour times as com- 
mon in children of the cities as m thoee 
of the country echools. 


"If those diseased oondihons are pro- 


duced or oggrevated by the use of tbe 
eyes for near work, and are especially 
lable to occur in school children, the 
children must either bo kept from school 
till alter they have passed the age ol 15 
years, or else a radical change must be 
nstituted in school work. The latter 
plan seeniB tbe most feasible, and on this 


offer the following suggestions. 


BOME BDOGESTIOXS. ' 


"No child ol less than 8 years oE age 
ebould be allowed books from which to 
utndy, but all lessons should be printed 
m type ot heavy faco of at least three- 
sixteenths ot an inch in diameter, and on 
charts of asntible size to conveniently 
handle. These could be made in paro- 
ramio form and placed orj frames in the 
canter of the room in circular form, 
around which the seats ot the pupils 
should be arranged to face the charts and 
at about four feet distant. 


Children with normal eyes 
would 


have no diQionlty in the study ot such 
lessons, even if continued forhoure, and 
if a child had imperfect vision it would 


ba'apparentatoace, it being impossible 
for 
a hypermetropio, .astigmatic 
or 


myopic oye to see the letters distinctly 
at that distance, if at all marked. 


"Print twice the si2,e of that ordinarily 


used in text books is desiraola ior older 
pupils,and wonld undoubtedly ba gen- 
erally used if eo'me enterprising publish- 
er would put such books on the markef. 
It our present system is to be continued 
teachers should receive such instruction 
in the normal schools as would enable 
them to detect detective vision omong 
their pupils. Under the existing circum- 
stances tbe state should provide compe- 
tent persons to examine the pupils of 
oar public schools at least once every 
year to detect abnormal conditions of 
vision and to prescribe thfl necessary 
remedy before vision in these cases be- 
comes permanently injured."
